Dozen Cars Following. 


Seaton. 111., Oct. 16. — A cow was re- 


sponsible for a wreck on the Iowa 
Central road, at this point, a heavy 
double-header freight going ever an 
embankment and into a ditch 
Five 


trainmen wfere killed. 


The cow was lying on the ties be- 


tween the rails. She was hidden from 
view by other cattle standing about. 
At the sound of the whistle of the ap- 
proaching train the standing cattle 
scampered away, but the forward loco- 
motive struck the lying cow. The an 
imal was cnished under the wheels of 
the pilot truck and rolled along the 
ties for 100 feet. The animal's blood 
made the rails slippery and pieces of 
bone threw the front locomotive from 
the track. The derailed locomotive 
pitched down an einbankment. draw- 
ing the second locomotive into the 
ditch, where the two machines piled 
up. crushing the engineers and fire- 
men. Car after car crushed itself on 
the hot mass of metal and the wreck 
caught fire from the live coals of the 
locomotive fire boxes. The conductor 
and rear brakeman, with persons who 
lived near the wreck, hastily took the 
mangled bodies of the trainmen from 
the burning debris and saved the rest 
of the train from the flames.

DISPERSED BY THE POLICE 


First Serious Demonstration Since the 


Advent of Trepoff as Head of the 
City Government — Printers Inaug 
urate a Political Strike, Which May 
Become General. 


St. Petersburg. Oct. 1C. — For the 


first time since the advent of M. Tre 
poK as bead of the goveinment of St 
Petersburg demonstrations on a large 
bcale took place here Sunday after 
noon, the occasion being the lemova 
af the body of Prince Troubetslioy t( 
the Nikolai .station for shipment to 
Moscow. 
Students, workmen 
ant 


spectators gathered in thousands in 
the streets and demonstrators with 
red nags paraded boldly through the 
Xevbky prospect, the city's main ave 


nue. 
The large crowds and the pro 


cessions were several times charged 
and dispersed by mounted police, but 
fortunately 
with 
no grave conse 


tjuences. 
The most serious injuries 


reported are those sustained by two 
men \vho were slashed with sabers 
Firearms were not employed by the 
gendarmes or military, and though the 
first collision was provoked by a shot 
from the crowd and a few cases of 
stoning occurred, the crowds mani- 
fested no inclination to resist the po- 
lice and troops. The students are ex- 
asperated over the attacks by the po- 
lice and the arrest of several members 
of a coalition committee chosen by a 
student meeting Sept. 2G, and a renew- 
al of the disorders is not improbable. 


The serious feature of the situation 


Is that a strike of printers was de- 
clared on political grounds, which is 
to last for a period of three days, but 
it may be continued longer in case of 
repressive measures or arrests. A 
few of the leading daily newspapers 
hope to be ?ble to issue a single sheet 
giving telegraphic news, but the oth- 
ers will suspend publication entirely. 
The employes of several factories are 
ready to fellow the lead of the print- 
ers, and the authorities are fuliy alive 
to the danger that the stfike may be- 
come a general one.

Herrick

The motion of Rev. 


Mr. Odleman, presiding elder of 
the 


Mansfield District, that the resolutions 
be read in every pulpit in the confer- 
fnce before election day, was carried. 
The following are among the resolu- 
tions adopted: 


•'Since our declaration a year ago 


events have so arrayed themselves as 
to demand a clear statement of our po- 
sition on the eve of the forthcoming 
election. 


"The record of the present Govern- 


or's dealings with -the Brannock law 
is unworthy of his high office. 


"The original Brannock bill was an 


expression of the temperance 
senti- 


ment of the majority of the people of 
Ohio. The Governor first promised 
neutrality toward the bill during its 
passage through the legislature. He 
then threatened the bill with his veto 
unless it was subjected to certain 
changes, to which, however, its sup- 
porters were opposed, as tending to 
weaken it. After the passage of the 
bill thug crippled, he signed it, and 
now claims the honor of having given 
to it its effectiveness. We know that 
its strength came from its friends in 
the legislature, its weakness from the 
Governor. We resent his efforts to cast 
odium upon the leaders of the Anti-Soi 
loon League, for in its members we 
have the utmost confidence. 


"A few men are not the sole meas- 


ure 
of 
the 
tremendous demand 


throughout the state for reform. We 
will not be made a party, by the si- 
lence of caution or of cowardice, to 
the attempt to obscure the question at 
stake. We repudiate the 
efforts of 


the machine management to belittle 
the ciy raised against 'bossism' in 
Ohio. We have had enough of inter- 
ference of the 'boss' of Cincinnati in 
the politics of the state. At a time 
when other states are getting- deliv- 
erance from corrupt conrol of political 
affairs it is high time for us to fall in 
line, with pulpit free and press unmuz- 
zled. Not to do so would be both weak 
and wicked. 


"We recall the words of Emerson, 


that the penalty that good men pay 
for not taking a hand in politics is to 
be ruled by rascals, and to escape that 
dread penalty we are now making our 
prayers and registering our vows."

ROOSEVELT 


First to Be Notified of the Ratification 


of the Peace Treaty. 


St. Petersburg, Get 16.—As a grace- 


ful mark of appreciation of the part 
he took in bringing about the confer- 
ence at Portsmouth and the resultant 
peace, President Roosevelt was the 
first person to be notified by the Rus- 
sian government that Emperor Nich- 
olas had ratified the treaty. As soon 
as the emperor's signature had been 
affixed to the instrument, and before 
the treaty had been brought back 
from Peterhof for the councersigna- 
ture of Foreign Minister Lamsdorff, 
the news was sent directly to the 
president. Official notification by the 
government, according to the foreign 
office, followed several hours later, 
when Count Lamsdorff had completed 
the ratification by his signature.
